He confessed he had lost the money 
by speculating. 
Harter was cashier of the bank and 
his father 
w a s the president. 
His 
mother w a s one of the directors. The 
hank suspended business on November 
3, 1911. 
All the depositors, mostly 
farmers, were paid in full 
by the 
stockholders. 
Besides the $24,500 belonging to 
the stockholder* of the bank the pris­ 
oner says he lo*t 
all 
his 
savings 
amounting to approximately $15 ,0 0 0 
in wheat speculations. 
The indict­ 
ment on which Harter was arrested 
wa* returned June 28 by the grand 
jury on evidence presented by former 
stockholders of the bank who made 
good the shortage. 


H arter began his speculations in 
wheat in August, 1911, he said. 
The shortage of $24,500 was dis­ 
covered by the state bank examiner 


on November 3, 1911, and the doors 


o f the bank were closed the same day. 
Harter, although suspected from the 
tirst, made no attempt to escape, fn- 
stead he gave up his own home and 
went to live at that of Sheriff Sheets, 
to whom he paid board and room 
rent.

Corning, N. Y., July 5.—-As the r*** 
suit of a tail-end collision between the 
crack Buffalo limited of the Laekawan j 
na railroad and a train of express cars j 
above Gibson Narrows, two miles from j 
this town, forty persons are dead, | 
three so badly hurt that their deaths j 
are expected, and more than 
fifty j 
are 
suffering 
injuries. 
Trainmen ■ 
say that this loss of life was caused 
by the carelessness of the engineer of 
the express train, who ran at a terri­ 
fic rate of speed past a frantically 
signalling flagman and the warning of 
a dropped semaphore arm. into the 
passenger train standing still upon the 
track. 
The dead, which filled to overflowing 
the morgues of the little town, are in 
many instances so frightfully mangled 
that identification is almost impossi­ 
ble. 
The engine of the express train 
ripped its wav through the two day 
in the rear, killing instantly 
every one in them, plowed on through 
half of a steel Pullman, thro wing the 
j sleeping car off the tra< k, and then 
I came to a standstill with the green 


j carpet of the Pullman flung abo ut its 
| pilot. 
The engineer who is blamed 
I by the authorities for the accident, 
j jumped before the crash came. 
He 
' sat on a rail, high up on a hill near 
| the scene of th» * accident, watching in 
a dazed way the wrecking crews at ! 
work. 
The Buffalo Limited had Engineer I 
Jack Dennison at the throttle of the 
first of the two heavy engines that 
were to bring her up the Gibson cut 
to Corning. 
At the Gibson Narrows 
the click of the semaphore arm warn­ 
ed Dennison that there was trouble 
ahead. 
Conductor Horace Staple ran 
up the track to find a disabled freight 
train a short distance ahead, standing 
still. 
She had a drawhead broken and 
was stalled 
Dennison left his relay engine and 
in his own rode on to nose the strand 
ed freight up a siding to leave a clear 
road to Buffalo. 
In the meantime the 
Buffalo limited stood behind her one 
engine for so long a period that the 
passengers 
began to 
wonder 
what 
was keeping them. 
George Rey nolds 
went out on the hack 
platform to 
smoke. 
His wife remained in the car. 
As lie looked back into the smother 
he heard high up the click of the sem­ 
aphore drooping a protecting arm be­ 
hind the standing train. 
As Mr. Rey ­ 
nolds 
flung away his cigarette 
he 
glimpsed a flying smo kestack a few 
feet away . 
He jumped sideway s from 
the platform and went rolling down 
the embankment unscathed 
Ten min­ 
utes later Mr Rey nolds was running 
up and down beside the mass of splin­ 
ters, steel and broken glass, begging 
the rescuers to save the* life of his 
wife, pinned beneath tons of wreck­ 
age. 
The engine that Rey nolds had seen 
from the hack platform was that draw­ 
ing train No. 11, composed of several 
express cars, which had been made up 
at Hoboken and which 
makes the 
speed of a passenger train. 
Engineer 
William Schroeder of Buffalo was at 
the throttle. 
He told several wit­ 
nesses after the wreck that he had 
seen no flagman and that he had not 
noticed the semaphore a half mile 
down the track and only 100 y ards 
behind 
the stalled passenger trail 
Italians were working on the track 
below where the accident happened 
and came running up, and in a short 
time the sirens of automobiles were 
screaming along all the ro ads from 
Elmira, Co ming and Gibson, bringing 
aid.

and are perm itting no one 
else 
to 
They might be very 
aptly 
termed 
“ tired ” m erchants, m eaning those who \ 
have left other occupations and taken 
up m erchandizing w ith the idea that 
here Is easy work and easy money. 


The lack of previous training of thi.-j 
class, together with its alm ost in va ri i 
able over-estim ate of its own business j 
ability, is responsible for many of the 
shoals and sand bars of business n a vi­ 
gation. 
If there is, as some 
econo­ 
mists assert, an over supply of retail 
m erchants, this over-supply is caused 
by the m istaken idea of the public that 
m erchandizing is a soft snap. 


W e all know this ty[>e of m erchant. 
W hen he launches into business it is 
with a most breezy disregard for such 
a trifle as running expenses.

goods are in consequence m arked on 
the wrong basis, and since he is im ­ 
bued, as this class in variab ly is, w ith 
tbe idea that price-cutting is the one 
way to get business, his prices are s d- 
ditionally low besides. 


W hen that store is opened there w ill 
probably

tbe 
usual 
“ curiosity 
crow d,” and those low prices w ill draw 
some business and cause a lot of talk, 
and the dead beats will swarm to that 
store like vultures around good p ick­ 
ing 
This tem porary flurry m akes the 
novice think he has captirred the busi 
ness of the to w n ; 
his 
comi>et.itor is 
on the run. he thinks; he assumes 
a 
condescending 
and 
supercilious 
air 
that is decidedly irritatin g to his com 
petitors. 
But if they 
are 
wise they 
won’t get mad. 
E x p e r ie n c e w ill m ake 
him tame long enough to eat out of 
hand before long. 
In the m eantim e 
business 
is 
dis­ 
turbed; the other dealers are able to 
hold their trade on account of th eir 
better acquaintance with it, and also 
because 
of 
th eir 
better 
assorted 
stocks; 
but 
because 
prices are 
de­ 
moralized except on those goods pro­ 
tected by exclu sive agencies. 
The dif- 
ficulty is that it is next to im possible 
to ever get those prices back again to 
a fair level, even should the other fel­ 
low ever com e to his senses. 


The trouble with so many of those 
fellows is that they never 
becam e 
thoroughly “ w ay-w ised;” are not 
dis­ 
posed to work with their com petitors 
for the com mon good, and their rude 
aw akening to the worries of business 
m akes them sullen and tem pery, and 
they are easily provoked by the repre­

For years past the sugar growers 
in Hawaii hav e b een ob liged in order 
to maintain the fertility of their sugar 
lands, to import large quantities of 
potash from Germany. 
The Stussfurt 
rock found in Germany contains near­ 
ly 22 per cent of pure potash. 
It is 
the largest known source of supply. 
Late 
inv estigations 
carried 
on 
b y 
chemists under the direction of Dr. 
E. V. Wilcox, head of the Federal Ag­ 
riculture Station in Honolulu, hav e de­ 
v eloped a new' and im portant source 
of potash supply. 
In the Hawaiian 
Gazette of May 3 
Dr. 
Wilcox an­ 
nounces that the ordinary b lack v ol­ 
canic sand, or lav a cinder, millions of 
tons of which are deposited near the 
extinct craters in the Sandwich Is­ 
lands, is found to yield from 2 to 7 
per cent of potash. 
The potash is 
not in a readily solub le form and 
disintegrates slowly, b ut the sand it­ 
self will serv e to loosen and lighten 
the heav y soil of the sugar fields, 
feeding the soil for sev eral years after 
admixture. 
The commercial v alue of 
the sand for fertilizing purposes, ow­ 
ing to the potash impregnation, is es­ 
timated at $5 or $6 per ton, and it is 
av ailab le at slight cost for cartage. 
The discov ery will b e the means of 
great sav ing to the pineapple growers 
as 
well 
as 
the sugar 
planters in 
Hawaii. 


A Frenchman has inv ented a syl­ 
lab ic keyb oard for typewriters.
